Scotland 
has heen justitied of her children in 
in this instance, and Canada of her 
choice, for while in 1889—immediately 
prior to his appointment—the export 
of Canadian cheese to this country was 
88,534,887 pounds, by 1894 it had in- 


Britain in 1889 was only $174,027, 
while in 1895 it had risen to $536,797, 
and in 1896 showed a still further ad. 
vance of over $100,000. It will be 
recognized that relatively to the vast 
extent and pastoral resources of Canada 
this is still very snail. But the trade 
has been of such a steadily expanding 
character that under the system of cold 
storage transport which has just been 
initiated for dairy produce in con- 
junction with beef and other foods, 
there is really no discernible limit to 
its ultimate possibilities.

Robertson was appointed specified the 
duties, which were by “means of 
bulletins, conferences, and lectures,” to 
diffuse practical information among the 
farmers of the Dominion on the most 
improved and economical methods of 
manufacturing butter and cheese, and 
of feeding cattle to produce the best 
results in obtaining milk. In entering 
upon such a task a vast amount of 
inherited and individual prejudice has 
to be overcome at the very threshold. 
The farmer whose wife or.daughter has 
earr.ed a local reputation for cheese 
and butter—ard every district in which 
dairying is an industry possesses such 
paragone—very naturally resent any 
process of levelling up. But prejudice 
has apparently been overcome, for 
experimental dairies, stationary or 
portable according to the needs of the 
district, have been established every 
where from Prince Edward Island to 
British Colambia. Professor Robert 
son’s individual skill asa cheese and 
butter-maker had heen demonstrated 
long before his appointment. But his 
resource as an organiveron the larger 
scale had yet to be proved, and the 
proof is found not only in the number 
of establishments now successfully at 
work, but, still more forcibly, in the 
steady annual increase of butter and

OARE OF THE BABY. 

The Bath—As widely as this sub- 
ject ix, and has been discuased there 
is yet considerable to learn. Parental 
responsibility extends over both the 
physical and moral being of a child, 
and proper precautions as to its health 
are just as essential, for sometime at 
least, as the training of the ethical na- 
ture. A mother’s duties are many and 
varied; they embrace not only food and 
clothing, but an understanding of the 
physical requirements of her infant, 
and the acquirement of all the know- 
ledge on the subject that she can ob- 
tain from books and physicians. 

’ The question of greatest importance 
is cleanliness. The little one should own 
a bath-tub and every morning receive 
from the mother’s own hands a_thor- 
ough washing. The baby’s bath should 
be regular. Midway between two 
feedings is the best time. Never wihen 
he is hungry or immediately after a 
meal. His second bath is usually giv- 
en the third day after his initial toilet. 
There snould be in a warm room two 
tubs of water at a temperature of 105 
degrees as indicated by a thermome- 
ter. White castile soap is best forthe 
baby, and then it is not necessary to 
use much every day on that soft skin.

Many mothers use aicohol and water 
throughout the entire winter for the 
baby’s skin, as it is an astringent, clos- 
ing the pores, and thus preventing 
cold. He should be carefully dried wit h 
soft towels, as too much powdering is 
unwise. If used, however. yrocure good 
mineral powder, such as talc. Keep 
the ecalp perfectly clean, usinga soft 
brush in preference to a comb. Cleanse 
the gums several times a day with a 
soft cloth over the finger and dipped 
in cool water. Later on, a soft camel's 
hair tooth brush may be used. 

Exercise—The baby should have plen- 
ty of fresh, pure air. Not less than 
two hours after his bath must he be 
taken out of doom. If born during 
the warm season he may be taken out 
every nice day afier two weeks of age. 
Fresh air will never make a baby sick, 
but the warmest room may be infested 
with disease germs of the worst kind 
if mot well ventilated and plenty of 
sun adaitted. Outdoor life is us essen- 
tial to the mother as the chili. An 
outdoor stroll wath the baby twice a 
day, and a drive occasionally will pro- 
bably do more for both ihan many 
medicines and doctors. Children un- 
der six tuonths of age need the protec- | 
tion of the nurse's arms in coo! weather | 
when taken out of doors ami stiould 
not be bundled into a carriage. Young 
infants will get all the exercise they 
need if placed Once or twice a day on 
their backs and allowed to kick their 
limbs at will. Under no circumstances 
should the little one be permitted to 
stand or walk until at least a year 
old. 

Feeding the Baby—A baby must be 
fed reguiarly. Every two hours is con- 
sidered correct, and by no meaas shouid 
the little one be dozed with an anodyne 
every time it cries or whimpers; neither 
If bottles are used 
tvo much care cannot be taken to keep 
them immaculately clean and = pure. 


‘ Rubber tubes should never ve used, as 


it is impossible to keep them clean. If 
they are used they should be washed 
every day, inside as well as outside, 
in hot soap suds, using a brush to 
clean with. Ali milk used in bottles 
should be sterilized. A good home- 
made sterilizer cap be fashioned as 
follows: ‘Take a tin pail, perforate a 
pie plate and place bottom side up, 
Within the pail. Next place the bottle 
tightly corked, containing the milk, in 
this false buttom and fill in sufficient 
water to reach the level of the surfase 
of the milk. Punch a _ hole in thecover 
of the pail, imsert a cork and put 
through a chemica! thermometer, plac- | 
ing it so that the bulb dips in the wa- } 
ter. The temperature of the water, 
must reach 155 degrees Fahrenheit, and 
by this method can be watched without | 
removing the cover. The pail can then! 
be removed from the heat and kept | 
tightly covered for an hour. This' 
milk can be used any time within twen- 
ty-four hours. j

Small blankets can be bought or made 
to fit the bed, and four at least should 
be secured, eo that the little bed can 
constantly be neat and sweet. As 
the baby grows older, og if the weather 
becomes warm, dainty little sheets 
may be substituted for the blankets.

The Namber of Male and Femai* Pricence 
im the Untted Kingdeu:. 


A return showing the number af male 
and female prisoners, the number pun- 
ished and the number receiving corpor- 
al punishment in the local and convict 
prisons of the United Kingdom in each 
of the six years ended on Decembw 51, 
1896, has just been issued as « Parlia- 
mentary paper. The figures for FEng- 
land and Wales are for the year ended 
on March 31, but it hae been possible 
to give the figures for the calendar 
years for Scotland and Ireland. The 
prisoners transferred from one prison 
to another during the year have been 
rackoned twice. A person committed 
to prison on two or more occasions dur- 
‘ing the year appears twice or oftener 
in the “number of prisoners,” and if 
punished during more than one sen- 
tence appears more than once ia “the 
number of prisoners punished.” Sub- 
ject to this, the number of persons pun- 
ished is given. not the number of pun- 
iabments, and the number of persons 
receiving corporal punishment. There 
is po statutory power to inflict cor- 
pal punishment on female prisoners. 
In 1896 there were 205,004 prisoners 
{in local prisons in England and Wales, 
of whom 155,555 were males, and 49,449 
\females. Of these 16,390 males and 1,- 
| 792 females were punished, and 88 
males received 

CORPORAL PUNISHMENT. 
|The number of prisoners and of pun- 
lishments was greatest in 1894, when 
ithe totals were 207,702 and 23,071 re 
spectively. The greatest number re- 
| ceiving corporal punishment was 124, 
in 1893. As regards convict prisons ip 
England and Wales, the total number 
| of prigoners in 1896 was 4,813, of whom 
' 305 were females. The number punish- 
led was 1,628, 62 being women, and 14 
'received corporal punishment. The 
| year 1891 showed the greatest totals 
'both of prisoners and of punishments, 
'but the highest number of prisoners 
| receiving corporal punishment was 47, 
‘in 1893. The Scotch local prisons con- 
| tained 59,039 prisoners in 1896, 39,387 
being men, and 19,652 women; and the 
number punished was 3,430, of whom 
{491 were women. ‘The year 1896 show- 
|ed the highest number of prisoners, but 
‘the greatest number punished was 3,- 
727 in 1893. There is no power to in-

| focal prisons. There were 453 men in

RACE FOR NAVAL SUPREMACY. 


Fugland Mast Remain the Mistress of the 
Seas. 

The amount of naval construction 
now actunlly in process in the chief 
nations of Europe is without precedent. 

English supremacy upon the sea is 
not yet contested, but it is threaten- 
ed by possible combinations. Former- 
ly, it was a maxim of English states- 
manship that the English fleet must be 
as strong as all other fleets combined. 


Tater, it washeld that the English. 


fleet must at least be superior to the 
combined strength of the two next 
strongest. Eight years ago, a parlia- 
mentary paper required a superiority 
of thirty-three per cent. over the com- 
bined French and Russian battle-ships. 
But both France and Russia have push- 
ed the building of ships so rapidly that 
this standard ia not now reached. 
During the last three years England 
has built seven battle-ships, while 
France and Ruasian together have built 
eleven. Last summer France and Kus- 
sia together had fourteen battle-ships 
building, while England had but 
twelve. 
_ Germany, anotber rival of England, 
is also pushing naval construction 
rapidly. She is spending now about 
twice as much: money a in thus 
way as she did seven or eight years 
| 4g0, and the emperor recently astound- 
jed the Reichstag by presenting, through

BRITAIN’S GF¥TLE RULER AS QUEEN, 
Wiré AND MOTHER. 


Mer Childheed Days, and the Great fafa 
ence Over Her of King Leopold of Bel- 
gium — Prince Albert's Wveing — Their 
Domestic Life — The Queen's bally 
Labors. 

Come June 20, Queen Victoria will 
have been sixty years on the throne, 
and throughout the British Empire, in 
Hngland, in India, in Canada and io 
far Australasia, the event is to be cele- 
brated with imposing pomp and cere- 
mony by her 300,000,000 of subjects. No 
living sovereign has had a longer reign, 
few, quick or dead, a more brilliant and 
eventful one. Amd yet on the eve of 
ber birth, in 1819, the sun seemed set- 
ting on the fortunes of the house of 
Hanover. Madness had long clouded the 
brain and forced the seclusion of old 
King George III, and of his numerous 
eons and daughters not one could boast 
@ successor to come after him or her 
as a legitimate heir to the crown. For 
years the only hope of the royal house 
bad been the Princess Charlotte, a sweet 
and gracious woman, married to Prince 
Leopold of SaxeCoburg-Gotha. But in 
1817 she died. In May, 1818, however,

Materials Out of Which Fireproof Paints 
Are Made. 

Fireproofing paints of effective qual- 
ity are now prepared in different ways 
of course, no oily or ereasy substances 
entering into their composition, the 
blending agent being simply water. 
One of the Standard paints of the 
the class is described as consisting of 
400 pounds of powdered asbestos, 10 
pounds of aluminate of soda, 10 pounds 
SUicate of soda, with the addition of 
any nonresinous coloring matter  de- 
sired, the whole thoroughly mixed with 
water, that is, enough of the latter 
for produring a perfect blend and ren- 
dering an easy application. Two | or 
more coats of this is the rule in apply- 
ing it to any wood surface, inside or 
outside of building. Another formula 
involves the use of 40 pounds of finely 
ground glass, a like amount of ground 
porcelain, and similarly of china clay 
or the same quantity of powdered as- 
bestas and 20 pounds of quicklime. 
These materials are ground very fine 
and then mixed in 60 younds of liquid 
silicate of soda, with water, as in the 
preceding formula. Two or more coats. 
if necessary are given. Each of these 
paints is applied with a brush in the 
ordinary way, the drying beirmg accom- 
plished im a few hours, and, if coloring 
matter is desired, the above propor- 
tions are varied according!y. Further 
if used ome after the other. the follow. 
ing solutions are effectively fire resist- 
ing, namely a solution of silicate of 
«xia in water and then a mixture of 
juicklime, asbestos and some white 
lead.

UP IN THE GOLD MIRES 


While Two Rival Railway Companies Will 
Race rer the Boundary Creek Country's 
Trade—What the Mines Are Dolug 


A gentleman who enjoys the confi- 
dence of D.C. Corbin, and who was in 
Nelson a few days since, is authority 
for the statement that the Corbin sys- 
tem of railways will be extended to the 
heart of the Boundary creek district at 
the earliest possible date, says the Nel- 
son Miner. 

The present season is liable to wit- 
ness a most exciting race between Cor- 
bin and Awgust Heinze as to which 
shall be first to build a railway into 
the Kettle River country. 


Mr. Heinze has obtained important 
assistance from the Provincial Govern- 
ment in the matter of subsidies and is 
Supposed to be on the friendliest terms 
With the Canadian Pacific Railway 
Company. However, President Corbin 
of the Spokane Falls & Northern ap- 
Pears to have arrived at the conclusion 
that the great resources of the Boun- 
dary creek country wouid prove highly 
profitable to him should he be able to 
monopolize the transportation business 
of this district. 

The Corbin system at present con- 
sists of the Neison & Fort Sheppard, 
the Spokane Faiis & Northern and 
the Red Mountain Railways. Each line 
is owned by a separate corporation, al- 
though Mr. Corbin is the controlling 
factor in all three. 

The Miner’s informant declares that 
arrangements are now being made by 
which these three lines will be con- 
solidated under one company, and the

Engineers of the Columbia & West- 
ern Kailway have completed their sur- 
vey for a railway extending from a 
Eome opposite Robson, on the Colum- 

ia river. The route, after following 
the banks of the Columbia for a short 
distance northward, turns to the west 
and by a_ circuitous route winds 
through the gold range to the south- 
ern end of Christina lake. From thence 
to Grand Forks, the Heinze road will 
rachad the same course as the Corbin 
ine. 

The interesting question is: Which 
railway will be first to reach Kettle 
River Valley? While President Cor- 
bin’s route is the shortest, he has not 
yet raised the necessary funds with 
which to build his extension. On the 
other hand, Mr. Heinze has tie benefit 
of fat subsidies from:.the Provincial 
Government, and is said to have all 
financial arrangements completed. 

F. L. Fitch, Tom Allan, and Steve 
Grisby, of Ainsworth, recently made a 
lucky strike in prospecting alo the 
Fraser River near its junction with the 
Salmon, says the Spokane Chronicle. 
Some years ago, while placer mining 
along the Fraser, Allan discovered a 
ledge, but did not record it. Several 
weeks ago a party composed of himself, 
Fitch and Grisby, started on a pros- 
pecting trip for it, and succeeded in lo- 
cating it. Fitch returned to Koote- 
nay. and reports that it isa big, strong 
ledge, which can be easily traced for a 
considerable distance. The ledge car- 
ries free milling gold rock, from which 
assays ranging from §2 to $70 were se- 
cured.
